American  Egyptian  cotton  ginned  in  the  United  States  through  September  30,  195 1 1  WAS  lower  in 
grade  and  shorter  in  staple  than  g inn  i ngs  for  the  corresponding  period  in  t  9^0 ,  according  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.    This  season  the  ginnings  were  nearly  all  from  Arizona,  the 
same  as  a  year  ago.    this  season  grades  i  and  |-l/2  accounted  for  about  22  percent  of  the  crop  com- 
pared with  nearly  91  percent  last  year,  grades  2  and  2-l/2  accounted  for  about  40  percent  compared 
with  almost  8  percent,  grades  3  and  lower  accounted  for  about  33  percent  compared  with  leos  than  i 
percent.    Staple  lengths  1-1/2"  and  longer  accounted  for  about  72  percent  of  the  ginnings  this  season 
compared  with  8 5  percent  last  year.
